The shortage in thehay croy will 
not take any effect until then on ac- 
count of the fact that dairymen as a 
rule do not commence the house feed- 
ing of their cattle until late in the 
season. Until then cattle nvill be self- 
sustaining and no inroads will 
made in the house feed.

There is no doubt that there is a 
shortage in the hay crop this year.

WOULD COST TOO MUCH 


Superintendent of Ontario Sani- 
tarium’ Says Danger of Infec- 
tion Is Unavoidable 


Dr.-A. F. Hobbs, superintendent of 
the Homewood Sanitarium, of Guelph, 
Ont., who is a visitor in the city, has 
made the statement that he considers 
that the city is in no may liable for 
damages in connection with the recent 
charges made against the isolation 
hospital, ‘He states that such cases 
are liable to rise in gverydocality and 
that in several places in Ontario a 
like condition of affairs is existing. He 

says that the isolation hospital is a 
charitable institution and that many 
cases are treated there free of charge, 
and that ifiny care is taken to prevent 
the contraction by patients of other 
diseases while in the hospital, therg 
are no grounds for damage suits, 

Have Individual Rooms? 

Many people believe that there is 
not sufficient isolation within the hos- 
pital, and that any patient stands a 
chance of contracting another disease, 
while being treated for the one for 
which he was admitted. It is thought 
that the ward system is responsible 
for. such ‘cases as the two that have 
arisen in the past few days. If wards 
were abolished and separate rooms ar- 
ranged for the treatment of patients, 
the danger of infection from other pa- 
tents suffering from another disease 
would be reduced to a minimum. 
When asked about the above suz- 
gestion, Aid, Garicpy stated that to 
carry it into effect would requive quite 
an expenditure. He thought, however, 
that something ought to be dane to 
alter th:s+condition of affairs at the 
hospital, 

Ald. Gariepy Dissatisfied 

“It is an unfortunate thing,” said 
Ald. Gariepy, “that a person should 
be removed from their home and 
friends to a place where isolation is 
expected and there contract a disease 
which is worse than ‘the original ail- 
ment. It is particularly hard upon 
poor people, who cannot afford to be 
treated at their homes and must go 
to the hospital and run such chances.”

City Will Save Money by Having 
Motor in One End Only of 
Street Cars 


The application of a citizen of Td- 
monton to be permitted to erect a 
single storey building on Jasper avec- 
nue gave rise to a discussion of the 
validity of the building bylaw at yes- 
terday afternoon’s meeting of the city 
commissioners In Commissioner 
Bouillon’s opinion there was nothing 
by which. a citizen of the city could 
be prevented from erecting such a 
building even within the first class fire 
limits. The mayor, on the other 
hand, differed and insisted that the by- 
law be enforced, while City Solicitor 
Bown stated that the provisions of the 
bylaw could not be waived without 
the repealing of the bylaw. Com- 
missioner Bouillon suggested — that 
steps be taken to prevent the erection 
of high buildings and thought that the 
limit should be fixed at the width of 
the street. It was decided, however, 
that the \application should be re- 
fused. 


Will Save Money 

That a saving of from $15,000. to 
$20,000 will be made annually by the 
city, by the policy of the commis- 
sioners in ordering single end cars, 
is the estimate made by Commission- 
er Bouillon. This will be caused by 
the lesser number of motors required 
and by the keen competition between 
electrical firms. 

It was decided that another snow 
sweeper be purchased at a cost of 
$1,345. 

The city solicitor was asked to re- 
port on the claim of James Furlong 
for damages: in conection with his 
contracting smallpox at the isolation 
hospital, 

«The commissioners decided to de- 
molish part of the power house and 
rebuild it at once on a substantial 
basis.

The council will be asked to decide 
this evening between two proposals 
as to the expenditure of the unused 
part of the appropriations for this 
year's paving.

The second 
is to utilize the wood blocks that have 
been removed from the car tracks,

The city engineer was requested to 
report on the appeal against the 
special asessment made on 60 lots in 
Norwood, which was entered on the 
grounds that no ‘sewers have been 
put in.
